Even the Best of Them 


The problem of what is to be done with 
the German people has exercised the best 
minds among the Allied nations ever since 
victory has been a certainty. The extent 
of the difficulty is emphasized by the 
issues that revolve about even the best of 
them. 

There is Dr. Martin Niemoeller as an 
example. Niemoeller is the famed clergy- 
man who hurled defiance at Hitler from 
his fashionable Berlin pulpit and spent 
eight years in solitary confinement as a 
result. For years Pastor Niemoeller has 
been held up to the democracies as a shin- 


ing instance of what a “good German” 
should be. And when he was released from 
his prison, English-speaking journalists 


buzzed about him in a zealous effort to 
build up a glowing picture, from his reac- 
tions, of the composite and perfect anti- 
Nazi. 

But his reactions were not all sweet- 
ness and light. For instance, he frankly 
admitted that he had written the Nazi 
authorities from prison in 1939 and volun- 
teered for the commission he had held in 
the first war, that of the captain of a Ger- 
man submarine. 

Since then, he has explained his offer 
by saying that while the soul is God's, the 
body belongs to the state and that it was 
his duty to fight Germany's enemies even 
though it meant swearing allegiance to 
Hitler. 

It is this amazing nationalist viewpoint 
which creates the difficulty. In the pulpit, 
Niemoeller defied Hitler. In prison, he 
wanted to fight for him—and to fight for 
him with all the ferocity attaching itself 
to the U-boat service. 

At present, Niemoeller wants to get in- 
to Switzerland and thence to Great Bri- 
tain and the United States on a lecture 
tour. The military authorities are reluct- 
ant to let him go because they are begin- 
ning to feel that he is just another German 
intellectual whose ideas about world re- 
organization are a little too involved. 

They are beginning to understand that 
if even the best of the Germans are bitten 
by the quaint nationalist bug, what deep- 
rooted virus must be hidden in the veins 
of the rest of them.

tutes a serious menace to the rights 
and liberties of the 
people 


the professions, but the self-regulat- 
| ing rights granted to them have the 
effect of placing them above the 
law of the land These societies 
make their own laws, they police 
those laws, and so far as we can 
gather there is little check upon 
their activities to ensure that 
laws they make for themselves are 
in the public interest. 

It is ohly on rare occasions that 
the star-chamber proceedings of 
the professional societies are 
brought into the open. Such a case 
occurred in British Columbia early 
this month when, according to the 
| Vancouver Sun, the B.C. Law So- 
|ciety suspended a solicitor for six 
months for improper practice. The 
| solicitor appealed to the Supreme 
Court of British Columbia against 
the suspension, His name was not 
mentioned in the appeal and the 
judges took under advisement the 
question of whether there should 
be a public hearing. 

Here was a case in which every 
vested interest involved desired a 
secret hearing; and in which every 
public interest demanded a public 
| hearing. The lawyer who had been 
convicted of malpractice by his 
fellow lawyers obviously did not 
| want his name disclosed. The Law 
| Society of British Columbia did 
not want a public hearing

jease. If the lawyer had been a 
merchant who had given short 
weight to a customer, he would 
have been hauled into court and 
probably fined His case would 
have been reported in the news- 
papers and every resident of his 
community would have known of 
his offence. The effect upon his 


business might have been great or 
small, but in any event the public 
would be acquainted with whatever 
explanation he had to make for his 
offence 

But what offence had the British 
Columbia lawyer committed against 
his client? What was his improper 
practice? The public is barred 
from this information. It does not 
even know the identity of the ac- 
cused. Nor indeed does the public 
know whether, in fact, any offence 
against the public interest was 
committed. The lawyer in question 
might well have violated not the 
law of the land but the law of his 
professional union. He may have 
done a spot of ambulance chasing, 


he may have refused to pay his 
dues, he may have taken a case 
away from another lawyer. 


Surely persons who require the 
services of lawyers are entitled to 
know everything about their 
records which might influence their 
judgment in choosing who to repre- 
sent them, Ordinary citizens would 


require this information in making 


up their own minds, which they 
surely are entitled to do. If a law- 
yer commits an offence, then he 


should not be tried in camera by 
any group of law society benchers. 
He should be tried in open court 
jand the offence proven or disprov- 
en, 
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Professional Monopolies 


of the by-laws of the society, that 
too should be tried in the opon, 
both in the public interest and in 
the interest of the accused per- 
son, Justice to all cannot be done 
by these private trials. Either detri- 
mental facts will be withheld from 
the public, to the possible damage 
to persons who would subsequently 
employ the accused, or false re- 
ports will get around to the detri- 
ment of the accused.

This case provides a forceful 
argument for the house-cleaning of 
the whole system of self-governing 
professions, Instead of these pri-+ 
vately operated monopolies being 
given the privilege of making their 
own laws and enforcing them in 
private, we should have a system of 
public regulation. It is always the 
public interest which is pleaded 
when appiications are made for 
charters. But if it is in the publie 
interest that the practice of law, 
medicine, dentisiry, optometry and 
chiropractic be regulated, is it not 
the height of folly to hand the 
regulation over to those who are 
being regulated? To merely ask the 
question is to answer it. 

Such regulations should become 
part of the law of the land. Of- 
fences calling for disciplinary ace 
tion should be defined by legisla. 
tures and covered by statute, These 
laws should be enforced by infor- 
mation and prosecution in the usual 
manner. The rule of law should be 
established and the private discre- 
tion of interested persons must be 
abolished where a person's liveli-+

Tariffs and Cartels

Most heart disorders develop as 
the result of: First, infections such 
as rheumatic fever and syphillis; 
second, disturbance of the thyroid 
gland; and, third, high blood pres- 
sure with its attendant hardening 
of the arteries. The arterial change 
may affect the coronary arteries in 
such a manner as to cause them to 
become so narrow as to be unable 
to supply the ‘heart itself with 
enough blood, 

In addition, such general causes 
as strain and continuous respons- 
ibility, late hours, and irregular 
meals seem to act as predisposing 
causes, 

Enlargement of the heart seems 
to be the important factor in esti- 
mating how serious the outlook is 
for the patient. Without such en- 
largement, the patient is in very 
little danger of dropping dead from 
heart failure. Many a patient with 
a valvular murmur has lived in 
terror of dying, when the heart was 
otherwise sound, and when in 
actuality he had as good a chance 


of living to a ripe old age as any- | 


one else 

How much the heart is enlarged, 
how well it is able to carry on its 
work, how great a reserve power 
it has, and whether the patient de- 
velops shortness of breath upon 
slight exertion, are valuable sign- 
posts in estimating the gravity of 
the situation. For example, it has 
been estimated that an individual 
with a heart trouble with little or 


no enlargement and with only slight | 


shortness of breath, has an excel- 
,Jent chance of living a good 10 
years, 

Because of the great strength and 
toughness ofthe heart itself, and 
because Nature will keep working 
to repair the damage, many cases 
have been known in which com- 
plete recovery occurred, with the 
result the patients were “cured” 
and the heart symptoms disappear- 
ed. In many other cases, enough 
improvement has taken place for 
patients to enjoy good health and 
to carry on their ordinary activities 
for many years afterwards 

This change in the attitude to- 
ward heart disease is one of the 


important developments in modern |

medical science, 
it was believed that any person witn 
a damaged heart was doomed to a 
life of inactivity and a short life at 
that, there has been a tremendous 
change in belief.

STOCKS ARE LOWER 

Stocks of wheat in both Australia 
and Argentina on July 1 were be- 
low those of a year ago. Australia 
was holding only 41,000,000 bushels, 
while a recent official release esti- 
mated the unsold exportable sur- 
plus in Argentina at 105,000,000 
bushels, 

Since Australia held 157,000,000 
bushels of wheat at July 1, 1944, 
and Argentina an exportable sur- 
plus of nearly 200,000,000 bushels, 
the last year has witnessed a 
sharp reduction in the wheat 
stocks of these two major export- 
ing countries, 

While the prospects for the Can- | 
adian spring wheat crop are bright 
in some sections of the prairies 
many farmers will find that the 
present 14-bushel limitation on de- 
liveries will cover all the wheat 
which they have to sell.
